Uses Proxy "Wife" to Win Chicago Divorce

Life was never dull In Neridt in 


the sixties. 
If there wasn't trouble 


among the rough characters of th« 
silver mining camps, the 1'lute' In- 
dians could always be counted upon 
to lift a few scalps and burn ionit 
cabins. Early in 1S60 they had been 


• so active that the settlers had to ap- 
peal to California for help. 


Several hundred volunteers Immedi- 


ately rode over from the gold catnpt 
to help their sliver-mining brethren. 
But more Important was a fore* of 
100 regulars from Alcatraz Island, led 
by Capt, Jasper Stewart of the Third 
artillery and Capt. E. F. Flint of the 
Sixth Infantry, which took the field 
and formed the nucleus for a force of 
800 men that kept after the Indian* 
until they were brought to bay near 
Pyramid lake. 
There a three-hour 


battle was fought on June 3, and Uw 
Indians were defeated. 


The soldiers remained In the region 


until the middle of July and put In 
their time by building Fort Churchill 
on the Carson river, 35 miles below 
Carson City. This fort was the most 
Important of sev..al that were built 
In the territory and when the Flutes 
broke out again In 1862 It was made 
military headquarters for the Third 
California volunteers, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Conners, command- 
ant of the military district «J Utah 
and Nevada. For the next six years 
the Piutes kept up a desultory war- 
fare and expeditions were constantly 
being sent out from Fort Churchill 
against them so that It is no over- 
statement to say that the settlement 
of Kevnda might have been delayed 
for many years but for this fort. , 


Fort Churchill is also noted for lta_ 


-connection with another historic occa- 
sion. It was on the route of the 
Pony express and one day when 
"Pony Bob" Haslatn, one of the rid- 
ers, arrived at Fort Churchill, the 
man who was to carry the pouches 
on to the.neit station wag unable to 
go. 
So "Pony Boh" took his place 


and this resulted In his famous ride 
of 380 miles with scarcely 11 noon 
rest from the time he started until 
his Job of "getting the mall through^ 
was done, over every mile of which 
he was in constant danger of death. 


By 1872 the troubles with the PI- 


utes were definitely over, the Pony 
express wss n thing of the past, the 
garrison nt Fort Churchill was with- 
drawn and Its career as the protector 
of an Infant state was at an end.
